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ANNUAL MEETING, U.B.C.C.C; 


The ninth annual meeting of the United Board for Christian Colleges in China was held on May 

4, 1954. The appointment of two new staff members was announced: Henry C. T. Palmer, Asso- 
ciate Treasurer, and Edward J, Fisher, Secretary for Promotion, This latter is a new position, and 
the appointment ‘‘forecasts increased activity both in preparing educational and informative mate- 
rial, and in fund- raising. Announcement was made of a gift of $50,000 from the Henry Luce 
Foundation for a chapel on the new Tunghai campus in Taiwan in memory of Dr. Henry Winters 
Luce. Dr. W. R. Wheeler also announced the transfer of a gift originally made by the Wheeler 
family to Yenching University, which now totals $53,000. It will be used for a library building at 
Tunghai. 


The following budget for 1954-55 was presented and adopted: 


Services in North America 115,575. 

() Services in Asia 318,500. 
Tunghai University 825,000, 
Research and Publication 47,000, 
Administrative Budget 108,500, 

Total I 414.575. 


The larger part of the Services in Asia item goes to Chungchi University in Hong Kong, and includes 
a capital grant of $150,000 for a permanent plant in the New Territories, 


In connection with the Research and Publication grant it is announced that several of the China 
University History Monographs are already in the hands of the printer, and that a book on **Evalu- 
ations'“ is expected to appear in 1954-55.

June, An intensive Study Class for church workers was held in Peking from November 17, 1952 
to March 30, 1953. 102 persons attended, from the following 14 church organizations; Methodist, 
Congregational, Episcopal, Church of Christ in China, Sheng-chieh Church, Salvation Army, Holy 
City New Church, True Jesus Church, Christian Family Mission Society, Seventh Day Adventists, 
Assemblies of God, Peking Theological Seminary, Women’s Bible School (this was before the amal- 
gamation), and the Farmer Magazine, 39 were ordained ministers, 12 were unordained preachers, 
24 Bible women, 8 Seminary teachers, 11 Seminary students, 4 church officials, and 4 laymen, 


Other religions are now developing a central organization. Both Islam and Buddhism have organ- 
ized representative committees covering all China,

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The Reform Committee of the Hunan Methodist Synod met in its second annual session in 
Changsha April 27 to May 9, 1953. Rev. Li Ch’ang-shu was elected Chairman, and Jen Li-jen * 
Vice- chairman. 


The june 8 Tien Feng gives us more information about the session of the East China Annual Con- 
ference of the Methodist Church than we reported last year, They had to have a study class from 
April 27 to May 21 before they could have their Annual Conference, which met May 21-24. Two 
were ordained elders, three ordained deacons, and seven recent graduates from Nanking Theologi- 
cal Seminary were received on trial, During the Study period, three representatives from the 
Religious Affairs Bureau were present all the time. . 


Another former enthusiast for the Jesus Family, Wang Si-p’en (Rural Church Secretary NCC), 
writes an article taking back all the good things he had said about that organization. 


Huangyen in Chekiang has eight country churches (Episcopal). In 1951 when Land Reform began, 
they all had to close, But in the Spring of 1953 they were allowed to reopen, and by this time they 
were all open again, 


A vicious example of false propaganda appears in the June 8 Tien Feng. To show how badly the 
capitalist world treats its children, it publishes a picture of four children on a doorstep, with the 
sign beside them, Four Children for Sale, Inquire Within. Below it states, This is what poor people 
in America have to do with their children. It was copied from the Ta Kung Pao, but that does not 
lessen the guilt of the Tien Feng editors, who knew perfectly well that the picture was quite false. 


. The Hsinghua Baptist Church in Kuangtung broke ground for a new church building on April 
5. cornerstone was laid on May 10. The building is to be completed in time for their 5oth 
anniversary celebration in 1954. 


An editorial takes Protestants to task for suspecting the intentions of the Communist regime. In 
regard to the suppression of religious organizations, some are saying, First it was I Kuang Tao, 
now it is the Catholic Church, next it will be us. The editor states that these fears are ground 
less. I Kuang Tao was a Taoist organization with no religious content, and the Catholic Church 
was being used by foreign imperialists. He concludes that neither of these cases shows any intention 
of suppressing real religion. 


The anti-Catholic propaganda at this time was very strong. Anti-Catholic exhibits were eld in 
Shanghai, Foochow, Amoy and elsewhere, and Protestant leaders took an active part in the con- 
demnation of the so-called imperialistic elements in the Catholic Church, Bishops Robin Chen, 
Mao K'e-chung, and Z. T. Kaung, and other leaders such as H. H. Tsui, issued statements in sup- 
port of the government action, These statements are usually given a positive title, such as Up- 
holding the patriotic Catholics who are trying to cleanse their church of imperialism. 


On a? 3 and 14 the churches of Tientsin officially organized an all-Tientsin Church Feder- 
ation. 180 officially elected delegates of the various churches met and set up a Tientsin Church 
Council of 37 persons, of which the following five are named; Cheng Hsi-san, Ho Pei-hsiu, Yang 
Hsiao-p’eng, Yuan Chieh-chen and Tu Tse-hsien. The business of the Council seems to be prima- 
rily to direct the political studies of the churchmembers, Representatives of the Religious Affairs 
Bureau were present at the organization. 


The Spiritual Work Church (Ling Kung Hui) publishes a statement from its leader, Rev, Chu 
Kwei-sheng, announcing the expulsion of Hu Te-k'’ang from the ministry of their church. 


Church publications continue. CLS announces the reprint of a book of junior anthems, first 
published in 1951. The Association Press announces a new book The Protestant Denunciation 
Movement“, compiled by Ying Yuan-tao, and said to be useful for church political studies. 
Nanking Theological Seminary also announces the revival of its Seminary Review, 


The six denominations of Changlo, Fukien, (CCC, Christian Evangelistic Band, Chinese Chris- 
tian Church, True Jesus Church, Seventh Day Adventists and Hall of Grace) brought together be- 
tween eight and nine hundred Christians to hear a report of political studies by two of their num 
in Foochow. 
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A fellowship meeting for the Christian youth of Nanking was held by YMCA Secretary Chu Pei- 
) Po at the Pao T'ai Chiai residence, Over a hundred young people attended, which is probably as 
any as could have been brought together six or eight years ago. 


FRUSTRATED MARTYR 


Former West China missionaries will be interested in this novel by Dr. James Lincoln McCartney 
(Exposition Press, $3.50). It is the story of his father, who was a medical missionary with the 7 
Methodist Mission in Chungking around the turn of the century. He did not get along with his col- 
leagues and finally resigned and set up in business in Chungking, where he was fairly successful, 
The book seems to be a fairly close biography, though it is called a novel, and the hero’s name is 
changed to Macalister, thus giving the author license to draw on his imagination for incidents which 
he cannot authenticate, The author, being a practising psychiatrist, is over-interested in frustra- 
tions and complexes, but the book is smoothly written, and this reviewer found it easy to read and 

0 mildly interesting.

t CHURCH NEWS 

The rumor of Wang Ming-tao's execution, which we reported in the April 12 Bulletin, is without 
1 foundation. A letter from a man in Shanghai who is in a position to know states positively that 


Wang Ming-tao is perfectly safe. 


The December 1953 Kung Pao tells of a church organized in Kuangning, Kuangtung, in 1938 by 
a layman Ho Tzu- H. It has now grown to over 50 members, and Ho Tzu-li has been ordained, so 


that he can conduct baptisms and communion services, 


¢ The same issue of Kung Pao gives the autumn report from the Third District of Kuangtung, Com- 
munion services have been held in 32 churches by its four ordained pastors Lung Pin-ch’ao, Lin Te! 
men, Hsi Yu-nien and p'ing Ch’ang-wu, with a total of 1,813 participating. 48 adults and 55 
children were baptized. Five young people were confirmed, Income exceeded the original budget. 


Another — — Pao news item states that the Kuangtung Synod of the CCC went to its churches 
last fall with a budget of 40 million to be raised for synod general expenses, and 70 million was 
subscribed, 


The Shantung Synod of the CCC has moved its headquarters to Tsinan, #30 The Big Street inside 
the South Gate. 


The Tientsin District of the CCC has appointed Rev, Kao Men-hao in charge of the work of the 
District. 


The Chapei CCC Church in Shanghai dedicated last year October 18 a six-room house which 
they have just built as a parish house, 


A CCC church was organized in North Anhwei Fengyang County Ta-ch’i Ho-liu-chu in 1946. 
Previously they have met in churchmembers’ houses or in rented or borrowed places, but last year 
the members raised enough money to build a three-room church, More than 40 members con- 
tributed work, 


A year ago the Kuangtung provincial government reported that land redistribution had been 
completed in that province, Thereupon the East Kuangtung Synod office of the CCC wrote letters 
to the various county governments of East Kuangtung asking permission to reopen the country 
churches that had been closed during the redistribution, and also that the church property be re- 
turned to the church authorities, By October they had received replies from the two counties of 

) * and Haifeng, and the 26 churches in those counties were accordingly reopened, 
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
